investigation under this caption is directed at 
determining whether any of the suspects possess knowledge 
of- locksmithing or have attempted to elicit such information 
from qualified, legitimate locksmiths . 

To date, investigation has been conducted in 20 
divisions, concentrating primarily in those surrounding 
Philadelphia. The investigation focuses on three principal 
points: interviews of locksmiths-, dross -checking of suspect 
names against lockschdol files, and interviews of discharged 
military personnel with locksmith training, ^ 

The Philadelphia Division has interviewed approxi- 
mately 200 locksmiths with negative results* Adjacent divisions 
where suspects have been developed are conducting similar 
surveys. Completed results from the Buffalo, New. York, 
Newark, and Baltimore Divisions indicate no positive informa- 
tion developed. 4^. 

Pour lockschools, located in the Buffalo, Newark, 
Kansas City, and Sacramento Divisions, offer classroom and 
correspondence courses. Some 150 names were afforded each 
Division in which a lockschool is operating for comparison 
with student records at each school. Possible inatched have 
been eliminated by interview. ^ 

The Baltimore Division furnished 58 names of military 
personnel provided technical training in locks and lockpicking 
at Ft, Holabird, Md. investigation at military record centers 
in St. Louis, Indianapolis, and Alexandria Divisions has 
revealed all but 24 are currently on active duty. Efforts 
are continuing to locate records for the remaining individuals 
and to interview those who have been discharged.^ 

The following information concerning a check of the 
World-Wide Locator System is not being included in the details 
of instant report since it would tend to reveal an investi- 
gative technique utilized by the Army, qj^
